Work for Ireland. 
President Cosgrave will 

Dublin from Geneva on Friday, when he 
will be given a public reception in honour 
of the Free State’s admission to the League 
of Nations On this day week Dat 
Eireann will assemble, and the Govern- 
ment will be faced with a momentous 
session. The civil war in Ireland, happily, 
is at an end. There seems to be no 
further danger of an appeal to arms by 
the Republican minority; and President 
Cosgrave will be in a position to turn his 
attention to those tasks of “ reconstruction | 
and consolidation’? to which he referred 
at the end of his eloquent address before 
the Assembly of the League of Nations on 
Monday. Foremost, among the problems 


return to 


ployment. The fact that the Free State 
is mainly an agricultural country, and 
that it possesses no great industrial centres 
like Manchester, Glasgow, or Belfast, 
keeps the unemployment question in the 
background of public interest. Yet 
country there is a 
serious lack of work. The latest 
returns published by the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce reveal a most un- 
satisfactory condition of affairs. The 
number of persons registered at the 
various Employment Exchanges in the 
twenty-six counties on September órd was 
39,363. Of these people, nearly 30,000 
were men, some 8,000 were women, and 
the rest were boys and girls, Dublin 
heads the list with nearly 11,000; Cork 
has 6,443, Limerick’s quota is 2,197, while 
Waterford and Wexford also furnish four- 
figure returns. It must be remembered, 
furthermore, that there are considerable 
numbers of men and women without jobs 
throughout the country who do not register 
their names at the Labour Bureaux. The 
total number of unemployed, therefore, is 
probably well over 40,000. 

These figures really are more serious 
than at first sight they seem to be. Within 
the past eighteen months the Government 
has recruited an army of virtually 50,000 
men, who are being maintamed by the 
State af a cost of more than £10,000,000 
per annum. The removal of the Republi- 
can menace to the public safety has made 
such a large and expensive military estab- 
lishment no longer necessary, and the 
quéstion of a partial demobilisation is 
bound to arise in the near future. With 
30,000 able-bodied men already out of work 
the ‘sudden appearance of thousands of 
ex-soldiers in the Labour market obviously 
would create a grave economic difficulty ; 
and the Free State, on a small scale, 
would undergo Great Britain's experience 
of 1919-20. The Government must tackle: 
the problem with the least possible delay. 
We are on the threshold of winter. In 
Britain and in Northern Ireland—where 
the unemployment roll has swollen to 
nearly 30,000—the next six months are 
likely to prove to be a severe testing- 
time, because the European markets have 
virtually collapsed altogether, and there 
seems to be no sign of immediate, or even 
early, improvement. Bad trade in Britain 
reacts inevitably on Ireland. If the

half, of what we hear of Ellis Island is 
true, that spot must be one oí the least 
pleasant in the world. Ellis Island is, as 
most people are aware, a kind oí human 
Customs House fór the United States of 
America. There the immigrants are 
sorted out, some to be admitted into the 
country, others to be turned back to their 
abandoned homes, It can well be 
imagined that, even granted the best pos- 
sible comforts and the: most favourable 
conditions, the immigrants scarcely could 
be expected to enjoy their stay on the 
island. The mental strain’ of waiting to 
know the result of the examination must 
of itself be sufficient to drive away all 
thoughts of ease or Happiness. The worst 
of Ellis Island, however, is that it is not, 
in fact, managed in the best manner, 
It is managed efficiently from the point of 
view of the United States Government, 
but from the point of view of the wretched 
immigrant there is plenty of room for 
improvement. At the present moment 
there are about 10,000 immigrants aboard 
ship in New York Harbour waiting their 
turn for examination. Every one of these 
10,000 persons is costing the steamship 
companies a dollar a day while they 
remain aboard ; for the companies’ respon- 
sibility’ for immigrants only ends when 
they are landed on Ellis Island. Naturally 
the companies are complaining of these 
delays and expenses; some of them have 
even proclaimed themselves ready to pay 
for additional inspectors on the island. 
With regard to the conditions obtaining on 


that some four weeks ago an exceptionally 
interesting report by Sir Auckland Geddes 
was published. In this report the British 
Ambassador left little room for doubt that 
the persons undergoing examination must 
live in what must be horrible discom- 
fort. This is partly due to some of the 
immigrants themselves ; but the clean have 
to live with the dirty, the refined with 
the almost barbaric, There is a “chronic 
dirt’’ which gives to the whole of the 
buildings “a flat, stale smell.”

Corfu’s Dilemma. 


It is said to be an ill wind that blows 
nobody any good, and the proverb 
applies in international imbroglios as in 
other matters. Before the war the in- 
habitants of Corfu, who are mainly of Greek 
extraction, but have what may be called 
the international outlook, derived much 
material comfort from the presence of the 
Imperial owner of the Villa Achilleion and 
his vain-glorious retinue of soldiers and 
flunkeys. Citizen Hohenzollern is now a 
penurious guest of the Dutch, and the 
Villa, whose bronzes, marbles, pictures, 
and furniture, not all of them genuine, 
solaced their restless owner for a few 
weeks every year, has fallen into decay. 
A portion of it is given over to dust and 
the rats, but a large section is occupied 
by Anatolian orphans. These are but a 
portion of some fifteen thousand Anatolian 
refugees of all ages and sexes that are 
quartered in Corfu under the nominal pro- 
tection of the British Government. When 
the Italians suddenly appeared on the 
scene, and with their wholly unnecessary 
high explosive shell sent the refugees flying 
from the old fort to the highways and by- 
ways of the city, Corfu found itself in two 
minds. As the refugees were under the 
protection of Britain, the decease of 
several of them as the result of the 
Italian’s hasty bombardment seemed to 
offer an admirable agency through which 
to make things uncomfortable for Signor 
Mussolini. On the other hand, the coming 
of the Italians seemed to offer an oppor- 
tunity for getting the unwanted, and ad- 
mittedly dirty, Anatolians deported else- 
where, a consummation for which evacy

I had not visualised the 
ceremony in this way at all; I assumed it 
would take place in the daytime. But the 
i mate, the only one of us who Was free of the 
oceans, and on whom, therefore, the arrange- 
ments devolved, was far too a stage 
manager for this. And the result was perfect.

A new heaven, or part of it, you will admit ; 
but what of the new earth? Cape Town, 
I hear you ask, anyway more different from 
Dublin than Cork is? And can I by any 
stretch of imagination call the sea earth, 
even if Í want.to? No, I meant to refer to 
that twenty-five tons of Ireland which, having 
crossed the Equator, has bécome something 
quite different. Our ship’s company was a 
phenomenally long ‘time shaking down. For 
this in a large degree I blame those islands ; 
I shall never tire of warning people against 
islands; they are as demoralising to human 
beings as they are to winds. And it is true 
that the cook was worried because he could 
not catch any fish ; that the mate was worried 
about Neptune's reception; and that I was 
worried about the South-East Trades; but we 
need not have been so péevísh about our 
worries. However, on that Sunday morning 
everything changed; one felt that a new 
heaven—if I not already hypothecated 
it elsewhere—was on board the ship. 


Observe the menu of that night’s dinner— 
no, I will not, like the Saturday Review, give 
my cook a free advertisement, however much 
I love him.

It is said that M. Poincaré, at the 
request of the Serbians, has taken the 
matter in hand, and is trying, through the 
French Ambassador in Rome, to induce 
the Italian Government to moderate its 
demands. Fiume, however, is like a red 
tag to a bull as far as the Italians are 
concerned, and Nationalist opinion is even 
more excited over this Adriatic city than 
it is over Corfu. In fact, many people are 
of opinion that Corfu has been seized, not 
as a precautionary measure against Greece, 
but because Italy wil] use it as a naval 
and military base for operations against 
Serbia, if necessary. 


The Comitadjie. 


September is always a dangerous month 
as far as the Balkans are concerned, sinc. 
it is noted for the activities of the various 
Comitadjis, or irregular forces, who take 
to the war-path after the harvest. The 
Bulgarian irregulars on the Serbian ana 
Greek frontiers are estimated at something 
like fifty thousand ; but it is quite possible 
that this figure has been exaggerated by 
the Greek and Serbian Governments, who 
are responsible for it. Guerrilla warfare. 
however, as everybody will recognise, can 
be carried on by a relatively small force, 
and for a very long period. | 


French Intervention. 


There is one hope in the present delicate 
situation. France’s intervention may be 
effective, and, if so, war can be avoided. 
France is also said to have warned the 
Bulgarian Government against any reck- 
less interference in the disputes now 
taking place, and, with Italy, is said to be 
agreed that if there is any conflict at all 
it must be localised. Still, the Balkan 
theatre is a dangerous place to strike 
matches in, and there is no guarantee 
that, with a little war in their midst, all 
the other Balkan States will not feel 
called upon to join in. 


A German Offer. 


It certainly looks as though Germany 
is about to make an offer with regard to 
the Ruhr, and the report that such an 
offer will not be long delayed is persistent. 
In Paris it is fully expected that the offer 
will be made during the present week, 
and that it will be attended by a cessation 
of passive resistance. Should this hopeful 
prospect be fulfilled, the internationa) 
situation would be rendered much easier 
all round, for the continued friction 
among the Allies over the Ruhr does not 
conduce to a peaceful atmosphere. With 
peace and work resumed in the Ruhr, 
there may be some little hope for our own 
unemployment problem, for much of it is 
said to be due to the fact that the Ruhr 
trade with England has totally dis- 
appeared. 


To Belfast by Air. 


The official opening of the Plymouth- 
Manchester-Belfast air service has now 
been fixed for Monday next, with a trial 
flight on Saturday. e flight will be a 
day one, but it seems that the time is 
coming when much of the mail flying will 
take place at night, for the Director of 
Civil Aviation, Sir W. Sefton-Brancker, 
recognises fully that night flying must 
play a great part in the development of 
civil aviation, and he is primarily re- 
sponsible for plans now being drawn up 
for further steps in the development of 
commercial flying, which may be ex- 
pected to deal largely with the night trans- 
mission of mails, 


Many weeks must elapse before the re- 
port of the Select Committee on Betting 
is available for the public use. The Com- 
mittee cannot possibly meet again before 
November 13, and its deliberations will 
then be resumed. The chairman of the 
committee, Mr. H. S. Cautley, has to sub- 
mit his draft report, based on his estimate 
of the views of individual members; and 
that report will be discussed and amended 
by the members of the Committee before 
the final recommendations are adopted. 
Until all this has been done nobody can 
say with certainty what the decision of the 
Committee will be, and the suggestions 
that there will be a tax on betting or no

Lord Farquhar has left the bulk of his 
fortune to the two daughters of the 
Princess Royal. The elder daughter pro- 
bably will benefit more largely than 
Princess Maud, since he leaves the residue 
of a large estate to her, one-half abso- 
lutely, and the other half on trust for her 
son, the Earl of Macduff. Princess Maud 


receives £50,000, though Lord Farquhar’ 


has made the rather curious provision 
that if the Princess marries Lord Carnegie 
the £50,000 is to go to him. A diamond 
necklace is Jeft to each of the Princesses, 
and £2,009 to Prince . There are 
many legacies to members of the Royal 
Family ard other friends, while Princess 
Arthur comes in for all the late peer's 
plate, all his effects at his town house, 
and all his stores. 


Our Daily Bread. 


The baking and the milling trades are in 

a high state of indignation with each other, 
for the millers. producing too much flour, 
blame the bakers for not selling more 
bread, while the bakers blame the millers 
for overloading them. It seems that the 
millers are producing so much flour that 
they cannot get rid of it. and that, if they 
cease milling, they have foreign competi- 
tion to fear. It has been suggested that 
the output of the mills shall be restricted, 
bat the smaller millers will not agree, 
with the result that millers are losing 
money all round. The consumption of 
bread certainly has fallen off, and this 
is due mainly to the high price of the 
loaf. Poor people are now using more 
toes, rice, and other farinaceous foods. 
instead of the crisp loaves of bread so 
eagerly welcomed by the children. When

A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The speech of Sir Henry Strakosch, South 
Africa, at to-day’s meeting of the Assembly 
was listened to with marked attention. The 
following were its essential features :— 

Without the agency of the League of 
Nations it would have been impossible to 
secure ement for a plan for the recon- 
struction of Austria, and one could not fail 
to be deeply impressed by the smoothness, 
efficiency and speed with which the whole 
machinery of the League had worked. 

Austria had yet a long way to go to accom- 
plish her self-imposed task, but, as she had 
already achieved so much, he had every con- 
fidence in her being finally successful. 
Friendly co-operation, especially with those 
countries. with which Austria’s economic life 
was particularly bound up, was necessary. 
He hoped the barriers to international trade 
would be speedily removed. 

The Austrian experiment had demonstrated 
that, while foreign credits were undoubtedly 
necessary to re-establish ordered conditions 
in a country in a disorganised state, 
such credits did. not constitute 
the major feature in the plan of reconstruc- 
tion. The really essential and fundamental 
part of it was confidence in the assurance of 
peace internally and externally, and the 
achievement within a reasonably short period 
of budgetary equilibrium. 

Lessened production in Austria was felt in 
every corner of the globe, and though to a 
minor extent in South Africa. because of the 
lessened demand for raw materials produced 
in South Africa. Every country in the world 
was deeply interested in seeing the present 
state of things remedied at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

In conclusion, Sir Henry Strakosch urged 
a union of forces to préss forward the work 
of reconstruction with all their might before 
it was too late. The phenomenal progress of 
Austria pointed the direction clearly.—Preas 
Association’s Special Correspondent.

OBSTACLES TO HARMONY. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

COLOGNE, Tuesday. 

Public opinion here and in the- Ruhr has 
undergone a great change lately and there is 
no longer any talk of resistance to the death, 
but rather a keen desire to arrive at a settle- 
ment, if only France will adopt a reasonable 
attitude.

But neither the new Italy nor any 
other Power can stand alone in Europe, and 
no Power can be indifferent to the moral 
judgment of the world.

JHE IRISH BOUNDARY. 
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DISTRUST IN ULSTER. 


In a letter to The Times, Mr. J. R. Fisher, 
the Temple, E.C., writes :—Sir,—May I be 

rmitted, by way of supplement to your 

pecial Correspondent’s admirably fair and 
instructive statement of the boundary diffi- 
culty in The Times of to-day, to indicate one 
element on which, I think, he has not laid 
sufficient stress. That element is distrust aris- 
ing from some circumstances surroanding the 
** Treaty ’’ of December 6, 1921. Your Corre- 
5 ent mentions Sir James Craig’s conten- 
tion that he was “ promised ” that in case 
anything arose. affecting Ulster his Govern- 
ment would be consulted, that he was not 
consulted, and that consequently the Northern 
Government is not bound by any of the terms 
of the Treaty affecting Ulster. The point is, 
perhaps, in view of the Ratifying Act, asome- 
what academic one, and, as you remind us 
to-day in your first leader—op the authority 
of Cardinal Newman— “ understandings 
are dangerous things on which to 
rely." Some good people who thought 
they had “ understandings ” with the Coalition 
Government have had cause for sorrowful 
meditation on the profound truth of that 
observation. 

There is a much more serious cause for that 
feeling of distrust which has before now 
wrecked many 4a promising Irish 
*‘understanding.’” Those who were in 
Ireland at the ti will remember 
the vigour with the _signa- 
tories to the Treaty were attacked in extreme 
circles for having definitely consented to the 
partition of {reland, subject to a slicht, rectifi- 
cation of frontier under Article 12. The 
answer came pat—Article 12 was merely eye- 
wash, there was asecret Article—or, shall we 
gay, an ‘“‘understanding’’—by which the 
Ulster question was satisfactorily settled. This 
might have been taken as mere political 
gossip, but it assumed a more substantial 
shape when Mr. William O’Brien’s_ latest 
volume of reminiscences saw the light last 
spring. Mr. O’Brien, who was understood to 
be on friendly and confidential terms with 
Arthur Griffith and Michael] Collins gave de- 
finite public form to the rumour. In the 
course of some correspondence in your columns 
he stated in a letter, dated May 19, 1925 :— 

“ What is alleged, and what I here repeat, 
is that General Collins and Mr. Arthur Griffith 
were induced to sign the Treaty by the assur- 
ance conveyed by two Ministers who are 
named, that the Counties of Tyrone and Fer- 
managh, the City of Derry, and the town of 
Newry would be transferred to the Free State, 
and that the merger of Northern Ireland must 
follow.” | 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain, as might have 
been expected, promptly wrote—from - the 
“South of France—denying that he had any 
knowledge of such an oblique transaction, and 
he added :—' Before this letter can reach 

ou one or other of my _ colleagues 
in the Irish negotiations will probably 
have replied to him.” They have main- 
tained a unanimous and eloquent silence. 
Is it to be wondered at that there is, as I 
have suggested, a certain feeling of distrust 
among Ulster politicians’ First, they are 
assured that Ulster is not involved in the 
negotiations; then they are told that only a 
slight rectification of frontier is contem- 
plated; and, finally, it is stated, without 
contradiction by the *‘two Ministers who are 
named,” that the real agreement is that, 
without commission or inquiry, one-third of 
the Northern territory is to be “ transferred 
to the Free State,’’ and this little transfer 
.** must ” in due course lead to the “‘merger’’ 
of the whole territory. 


Surely, there is some justification for a- 


certain reluctance to enter into negotiations 

under such conditions. As one Ulster politi- 

cian put it to me, ' We have no objection to 

a friendly: deal, but we cannot sit. down to a 

ame where, before our eyes, the cards have 
n stacked in advance.”’ 


A GREAT ILLUSION. 


The Morning Post describes as a great illu- 
sion the avowed bankruptcy of Germany. In- 
dustrialists and financiers who control the 
government of Germany ‘are little concerned 
with the ruination of the masses. Germany 
knows that if she can make herself supreme: in 
industry she can eventually make herself 
supreme in arms. Even with France in the 
Ruhr and in Alsace Lorraine the German in- 
dustrial system is twice as strong as the 
British. ermany, in fact, is deceiving us: 


CHEAPER PETROL? 


Rumours were current in London last night, 
says the Daily Mail, that the price of petrol 
(all grades) is to be reduced, probably by 2d. 
per gallon, before the end of the present week. 


THE QUESTION OF COST. 


The Daily News says :—The folly and disin- 
genuousness of attacks on the League, based 
on its cost to the taxpayer, is shown in the 
analysis of its balance sheet. The total figure 
on the year, £836,000, is an obvious  agatelle 
to begin with. But when that is split up and 
apportioned to the various activities of the 
League the outery becomes ridiculous. If the 
League had done nothing else than draft the 
terms of settlement betwéen Italy and Greece, 
it would surely be worth to its fifty members 
the cost of our own War Office, and to our- 
selves the cost of a single cavalry regiment. 
The charge of carelessness in expenditure by 
the Secretariat is met by the single fact that 
a saving of nearly a fifth of the whole was 
made in the last cqampleted year on the esti- 
mate made and accepted before the zene began. 
We do not imagine much more will be heard 
of this particular stunt. 


ENTOMBED MINERS. 

The Westminster Gazette states that three 
miners were buried by the fall of a roof in 
Margaret Pit, Tanfield Lea, County Durham, 
on Monday night.

HEROIC SPIRIT OF THE 
SUFFERERS 


PROGRESS OF RET' CUE 
FUNDS.

The Japanese Embassy in Lon ‘st night 
issued the following detaile of t. .thquake 
disaster :—In Tokio, 316,000 houses were 
burnt “and 1,356,000 persons were rendered 
homeless, i.e., 67 per cent. of the total popw 
lation. 

In Yokohama, according to estimates estab 
lished up to the morning of the 8th inst., 
70,000 houses were burnt, while the approxi- 
mate number of casualties in that city were 
23,000 killed and 40,000 injured. 

The deaths ascertained up to date among 
European and American residents in Tokio 
and Yokohama amount to about 150, the 
majority having occurred at Yokohama. The 
names have been communicated to the re- 
spective Governments. 

Every day (says the Tokio Correspondent 
of T'Ae T’imes) provides fresh stories of sorrow 
and heroism. in the Sonjo district of Tokio 
a crowd of 1,000 persons surrounded by the 
fire after the earthquake sought safety in a 
large open space. The heat became terrific 
and sparks set fire to the clothing of scores of 
people. Meanwhile the great heat produced 
air swirls and living, burning bodies were 
lifted by them from the ground and flung 
about. 

These living brands fell and set fire to 
others of the imprisoned crowds, who till 
then had remained unhurt. When at last the 
flames subsided, a Japanese schoolmaster 
climbed to his feet and cried, in a ¢racked 
voice: “ All living, shout three banzais with 
me.” Two hundred raised the most pitiful 
cheer ever heard in any place. This ex- 
emplifies the heroic ‘spirit of the Japanese in 
the acutest suffering. 

RELIEF FUNDS. 

The Lord Mayor of London’s Japanese Re- 
lief Fund now exceeds £100,000. The Duke 
of Connaught has sent a donation of £100. 
Other donors include Mr. David Davies, 
M.P., and his sisters, £1,000. The Lord 
Mayor has cabled a remittance of £10,000 to 
the British Consul-General at Kobs for the 
relict of British sufferers. 

The Pope has ordered, through the inter- 
mediary of the Apostolic Delegation in Wash- 
ington (says a Reuter’s message from Rome 
dated yesterday) that funds shall be sent for 
the relief of prime necessities of the Japanese 
earthquake sufferers. 

It is expected (says Reuter’s Washington 
Correspondent) that the 5,000,000 dcllars for 
which the President has called to aid the 
sufferers in the Japanese earthquake disaster, 
will be fully subscribed by to-day. The total 
amount of subscriptions yesterday evening 
had reached more than 4,000,000 dollars. 

The American Red Cross has called a meet- 
ing to act vpon the request of Mr. Woods, 
the United States Ambassador to Japan, for 
the immediate forwarding of 1,000,000 dollars. 


CLAIMS PAID IN FULL. 
TOKIO, Tuesday. 

It is announced that the heads of the various 
Japanese insurance companies have decided to 
pay full insurance losses without availing 
themselves of the earthquake clauses in the 
policies. | 

The banks have asked the Government to 
advance 1,800,000,000 yen in order to stabilise 
the financial situation. Public markets are 
being rapidly re-established, and large ship- 
ments of rice and other foodstuffs: are pouring 
into the city. 

The newspapers have resumed publication, 
with lavish editorials expressing gratitude for 
the world-wide sympathy accorded to Japan. 


REFUGEES IN HONG KONG. 
HONG KONG, Tuesday. 

One hundred and fifty refugees arrived here 
to-day on board the Empress of Canada. They 
were met on their arrival by Sir Edward 
Sassoon, representing the Japanese Relief 
Committee, and by a Chinese delegation under 
European inspectors. The refugees them- 
selves were distributed among various board- 
ing houses. 


A GRIM PROSPECT. 
FLORENCE, Tuesday.

HEDJAZ AND BRITAIN. 


MORE ACCOMMODATING 
SPIRIT. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that there has been 
some development in the negotiations between 
King Hussein and the British Government re- 
garding the removal of certain difficulties re- 
specting the conclusion of a Treaty of friend- 
ks between Great Britain and the Hedjaz. 

Last week the Hedjaz Government sub- 
mitted to the British Foreign Office a new 
proposal calculated to do away with some of 
the difficulties confronting the contracting 
parties. | 

The principal difficulty was that of the ad- 
ministration of Palestine, and in this respect 
King Hussein has now proposed to His 
Majesty’s Government the establishment in 


Palestine of a National Constitutional Govern- 


ment to safeguard more fully ithe rights of 
the inhabitants. 

This proposal suggests that, in the event of 
an agreement being reached on this point, 
King Hussein would be quite prepared to meet 
the views of Great Britain on other points at 
issue. No details have been put forward by 
the Mecca Government pending a reply on the

CAREERS FOR BOYS. 


WAR OFFICE ANNOUNCEMENT. 


In connection with the scheme for training 
bovs, with a view to their. being enlidted into 
various technical corps of the Sisalat Army, 
it is officially stated that a boy who has been 
enlisted under instructions from the War 
Office, for training in a trade, will not. be 
trained in any other trade than that for which 
he was enlisted, without authority from the 
War Office. This authority will only be given 
in cases where the boy’s parents—or guardians 
—after consultation by the War Office, con- 
sent to his being trained in some other trade. 

In the event of a boy being .considered by 
his commanding officer—after not less than 
three months’ training—unlikely to become an 
efficient tradesman in his selected trade, a re- 
port on the case will be submitted direct to 
the .War Office, stating,. at the same time, 
whether the boy is desirous of, and recom- 
mended for, training in any other trade; or, 
alternatively, in another class—e.g., drummer, 
trumpeter, etc. In cases where a boy is de- 
sirous of being trained in another trade, his 
parents—or guardians—will be consulted by 
the War Office. If, however, the boy refuses 
to be trained in another trade, or if he is 
desirous of being so trained, and his parents— 
or guardians—withhold their consent to the 

roposed alteration in training, guthority for 
his discharge from the Army will be given. 

A boy who has been enlisted for training as 
a tradesman will not be discharged, in any 
circumstances, without reference to the War 
Office, who will give the necessary authority 
in all cases.

IRISH AMATEUR OPEN 
CHAMPIONSHIP. 
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DEFEAT OF THE HOLDER. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


á NEWCASTLE, Tuesdav Night: 
If the first round of the Irish Open was un- 
eventful, the second stage was brimful of excite- 
ent, but the thrills were all crammed into the last 
our or so of a grand days golf. The defeat of 
E. F. Spiller C. H. West was, of course, quite
